Soviet headquarters acknowledg- 


ed that Field Marshal Fedor Von 
Bock's

scious of the danger hanging over 
Stalingrad, 
are

Inch of their dear land." 
At mid-day the Russian com- 


mand declared Soviet troops had 
stiffened again in fighting that 
raged throughout the night and 
were 
exacting a deadly toll of 
the 
Germans. 
Perhaps significantly, the daily 


bulletin from Nazi field headquar- 
ters cited actions on the Egyptian 
iront, in th0 Northwest Caucasus 
and Central Caucasus before men- 
tioning the great assault on Stal- 
ingrad. 
Then, briefly, it declared:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(/P)— 


Secretary of War Stimson served 
notice today thai college students 
who are members of the Army en- 
listed reserve face a call to active 
military duty ns soon as they reach 
tho minimum legal age for service 
—now 20 years—because of increas- 
ing war demands for manpower. 


When the reserve was created, 


studenls were told tho war depart- 
ment policy was to permit them to 
complete their college courses, if 
possible. 


"The exigencies of tho war have 


now become such," Stimson told 
his press conference, "that it is now 
expected that, by the end of the 
college term, or semester beginning 
in September, those student mem- 
bers of tbe reserve who have now 
rouched selective service age will 
all, 
or for the most part, be culled 


to active duty and those reaching 
that age during subsequent terms 
will similarly be called."

Enrollment figures for the Corsi- 


cana public school 
system, com- 


plete up to the opening 
day of 


school Tuesday, showed a total de- 
crease of 145 scholastics for the en- 
tire system over the corresponding 
period last year with the two Cor- 
sicana high schools suffering the 
sharpest decline. 
The number of scholastics enroll- 


ed In the Corsicana high school was 
72 less than last year while Junior 
high marked up a loss of 75 stu- 
dents compared with last year's 
figures. 
Superintendent W. H. Norwood 


stated that the decline was expect-] 
ed by school officials as result of 
the spring school census which at 
that time indicated an even larger 
decrease. 
He asserted, however, that the 


present decline can possibly be at- 
tributed to Increased work oppor- 
tunities, both on farms and in war 
Industries, as well as weather con- 
ditions. Perhaps the greatest single 
factor, he continued, is that of an 
unbalanced enrollment in the 1942 
graduating class. He pointed out

DOWN QUESTIONER 


AGED SPECTATOR INTER- 
RUPTS SPEECH BY 
E. B. GERMANY

AUSTIN, Sept. 8.—(#>)— 


The State Democratic Con- 
vention broke out into an 
uproar today when a gal- 
lery spectator interrupted a 
speech by E. B. Germany, 
retiring state executive com- 
mittee chairman, who had 
called on the delegates to adopt 
party restrictions to require "can- 
didates to report known expen- 
ses to protect honest candidates." 


"Why 
do you come here to try 


to smear the name of one man?" 
shouted the spectator, who later 
identified himself to reporters as 
W. A. Braddock, SO, of Austin. 
"If the gentleman knows any 


one man who has ben so dishonest 
I am after him," Germany replied. 
"I have made no reference to 


enyone. I am confident that prac- 
tically all candidates are guilty of 
the same thing." 
Brnddock, who 
attempted 
to 


speak further, was shouted down 
as Germany continued his report 
to the convention. 
He praised the two-party system 


and said It was the nation's beat 
means of preserving the democrat- 
ic form of government. 
"I was given this office origi- 


nally because I was no profes- 
sional politician, but I have learn- 
ed lots about politics," said Ger- 
many, who was regarded as one 
of the original supporters of W.

committee figures that Increasing 
its output by 100,000 tons through 
refinery conversion would make 
available an additional 40,000 to 
50,000 tons of the synthetic rubber 
itself in 1943. 


Thn additional neoprene capac- 


ity was proposed as a military 
safety measure because this syn- 
thetic has been shown to be fully 
er|Uivalont in quality to natural 
rubber for combat and heavy duty 
tires, either by Itself or In com- 
bination with Buna-S.

ods as car pooling and sharing of 
i ides, and government purcnase of 
extra tires and spares from tnosi: 
who do not need them for resale 
to war workers, farmers and oth- 
ers who do need them. 


Rejecting the doctrine of "saf- 


rifico 
for sacrifice's sake," the 


committee 
said

not be expected to live in tents 
and farmers trudge miles to mar- 
ket unless the situation became 
so desperate there was no alterna- 
tive.

priorities have not been granted, 
"is the one big essential thing."
